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Dispatch services 
talk continues 


Relief well project continues, board 
spends $100,000 on the project

During the October Purchase 
Area Enhanced 911 meeting at 
the Purchase Area Development 
District (PADD) office in 
Mayfield, members of the 911 
board postponed proceeding 
with system upgrades to Next 
Gen again for another month. “I 
am at a loss,” stated Chairperson 
Shari Clapp on Tuesday 
afternoon, Oct. 9, “Where do we 
go from here?” 

The 911 board was hoping 
the City of Hickman would 
make a decision on the future of 
dispatch services, electing to go 
with the newly formed county¬ 
wide dispatch services in Fulton 
County ($60,000 a year and 
could be prorated for a partial 
year if needed), with Kentucky 
State Police or stand alone 
(become a certified Public Safety 
Answering Point (PSAP). Three 
commissioners, Charles Choate, 
Phillip Williams, and Barbara 
Yandal, were not satisfied with 
the proposal from the county 
presented during the Oct. 8 
Commission meeting. Citing 
the need for more information, 
prompting them to wait until 
they received a more detailed 
contract or a memorandum 
of agreement to vote on the 
proposal. 

During the Monday night 
meeting Commissioner Choate 
asked about the equipment 
currently located at the police 
station. “We can’t just give it to

them,” he said. “If they want it, 
they should buy it.” 

“This isn’t a joint venture,” 
Commissioner Williams agreed. 
“If we sign up with them, they 
will be providing us a service 
that we will be paying for. If 
they need the equipment, they 
would need to pay for it.” (Some 
of the equipment utilized at 
both dispatch centers in Fulton 
County (City of Hickman and 
Fulton Police Department) was 
purchased with 911 funds.) 

“My understanding is that 
they don’t need the equipment,” 
stated City Manager Farry 
Myatt. 

Commissioner Choate feels 
the development of the county’s 
dispatch service is still not on 
solid ground. “Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper told me point blank that 
he hoped we kept our dispatch 
center. That our dispatchers had 
a better chance of advancing 
with us.” Commissioner Choate 
added. “I also asked Bobby 
when Fulton decided not to 
dispatch, Why didn’t you just 
come to Hickman? We were 
already dispatching. We have 
been dispatching for years and 
years. All you had to do was 
move there. There was nothing 
to change. If Fulton wants to 
look somewhere else, let them 
go. Bobby said, Tt was not his 
decision.’ He said, ‘He may 
have gone that route, that this 
was a decision made by David 
Gallagher.’” 

The commissioners non¬ 
decision puts the 911 board in 
a tight spot. If the 911 board 
proceeds with their upgrades

On the 100% federally 
funded Relief Well project the 
Fulton County Fevee Board 
has incurred approximately 
$100,000 in expenses since the 
project began. About $57,000 of 
that was spent cleaning out the 
pump station ditch, one of the 
stipulations made by the board 
when discussing the project 
with the landowners affected by 
the installation of the 112 relief 
wells. 

“The construction has been 
progressing well,” stated 
President David Weatherly on 
Wednesday morning, Oct. 10. 
“Col. Vernie Reichling visited 
the site on Tuesday (Oct. 9).” 
Pilot holes and ditches are the 
first part of the installation 
process. The dry weather has 
aided with the progression of 
the project. 

Once the relief wells are 
installed and the project is 
completed the levee board will be 
responsible for the maintenance 
of the ditches created during the 
project. “We need to think about 
the future clearing of trees and 
maintaining the ditches,” added

Brad Davis with the Purchase 
Area Development District 
plans to attend the November 
meeting to assist the board with 
the application process of a 
Delta Regional Authority grant 
for an excavator. “We should 
have a good chance of getting 
this grant when we show the 
need for the excavator because 
of all these extra ditches we will 
have to maintain,” Weatherly 
stated. 

The Fulton County Fevee 
Restoration Project (covering 
the rip rap) is also progressing 
well. Weatherly is awaiting a call 
from hydraulic engineer with 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
to answer questions about the 
removal of dirt from the pump 
station ditch to be utilized on 
the rip rap project. It is possible 
the board can sell the dirt to the 
contractor for the project, to 
help offset the cost of cleaning 
out the ditch.

Highway department brings simulators to Fulton County

“Don’t Text and Drive Day” 
was proclaimed on October 10 
by Kentucky Governor Steve 
Beshear. The Governor asked 
all state employees to join him 
in taking the pledge not to text 
and drive. Everyone, especially 
teens, are also asked to join in 
the campaign. 

“Our goal is to save lives,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “It is critical 


that Kentuckians learn about the 
dangers of texting while driving, 
and abstain from doing it. When 
you are driving, don’t text - it 
can wait.” 

The Kentucky Department 
of Highway Safety (KDHOS) 
takes this campaign a step 
further visiting high schools 
across the state with the Drunk 
and Drugged Driving Simulator, 
along with a texting simulator. 
High school students, with 


driver’s licenses, from Hickman 
County, Fulton County and 
Fulton Independent had the 
opportunity to drive an all-terrain 
type vehicle through an obstacle 
course last Friday at the Fulton 
County Area Technology Center 
(ATC). They then strapped on a 
pair of goggles that simulated 
the perception of a drunk driver 
as they drove through the course

Gallagher still pushing for a November 1 date for County Dispatch

A need for handrails at 
the Senior Citizens Center 
in Hickman, a request 
for recruits to assist with 
Alternative Resources for 
Kentuckians, HVAC proposal 
for county buildings, economic 
development update from Eddie 
Crittendon and county dispatch 
topped the Fulton County Fiscal 
Court agenda on Monday, Oct. 
15. 

“We have had two seniors fall 
when entering the building,” 
stated Judy Milner, director 
of the Senior Citizens Center 
in Hickman. Members of the 
Fiscal Court put in a request to 
the Fulton County Detention 
Center to install the handrails at 


the center this week. 

Milner also updated the Fiscal 
Court on the need to address the 
HVAC issues at the building 
in the immediate future. Even 
though the unit at the center 
is only about six years old, 
maintenance repairs are cutting 
into Milner’s budget. “The unit 
has been a nightmare,” she said. 
“Repairs have been costly.” 

Fulton County Judge/ 
Executive David Gallagher 
and the magistrates decided to 
have Danny Farcom of Farcom 
Heating and Air offer a second 
opinion on the unit at the center 
and also further review the 
need to address the unit at the 
Carnegie building. “I see no 
need to address the unit at the 
county office building at this 


time,” stated Judge Gallagher. 
“Our costs are minimal for the 
size building that we heat and 
cool. It could be beneficial to at 
least look at the way the front 
offices are structured in the 
future.” 

Nancy Nettles, arepresentative 
for Alternative Resources for 
Kentuckians (A.R.K.) asked 
each Magistrate to find a 
representative from their district 
to serve on the A.R.K. board. 
“This organization has been in 
existence for approximately 30 
years,” she said. “We only have 
a handful of members at this 
time and we need more people 
to help continue the work we 
do.” A.R.K. assists those in 
need with food, money for gas 
to go to the doctor and also 
helps those who can’t pay their 
heating and cooling bills. 

“It would be good to organize 
all the food pantries in the 
county,” added Judge Gallagher. 
“Addressing the heating and 
cooling expenses for those in 
need will become even more 


imperative if the West Kentucky 
Allied Services program, which 
helps with those expenses are 
cut. 

Hickman County and Fulton 
County Economic Development 
Partnership Director Eddie 
Crittendon informed the 
Fiscal Court of his recent 
trip to Atlanta. “I met with a 
prospective company a few 
weeks ago,” he said. “I will be 
traveling to Atlanta again this 
week.” Crittendon discussed 
the prospective business with 
the Fiscal Court in greater detail 
during an executive session. 

Working on a new river 
site marketing plan for the 
Hickman-Fulton County 

Riverport Authority and Cates 
Fanding, holding the small 
business seminar, continuing 
to build relationships with 
prospective businesses, meeting 
with Governor Steve Beshear, 
and keeping in touch with Ferry 
Morse and other businesses in

Letter to the Editors 

Sheriff Hopper discusses county dispatch 


To the Editor: 

I would like to explain how 
Fulton County Dispatch first 
became a topic of interest. I 
was informed Fulton Police 
Department was going to quit 
dispatching, due to financial 
reasons and might possibly get 
KSP, to dispatch for them. I went 
to the County Judge/Executive, 
David Gallagher, discussed the 
situation. I explained this would 
cause the Sheriff’s Office a 
problem. Due to the fact, they 
did 90%, of our dispatching. 
Hickman Police Department 
did some of the dispatching, 
but does not have access to 
NCIC. NCIC is essential to our 
agency. 

We discussed the cost of the 
State doing our dispatching. 
Gallagher asked about starting 
a county dispatch. We could 
dispatch for the sheriff, Cayce 
Fire Dept, and Fulton County 
Rescue Squad. It sounded like 
a good idea. I began making 
inquires, as to how to go about 
getting NCIC. First off, A T1 
phone line is required and 
very expensive. Upon further 
investigation, we found there 
is an existing A T1 phone line 
already at the Fulton County 
Detention Center. Other than 
the line, training dispatchers, 
the other requirement was for 
it to be under the authority of 
law enforcement. After meeting 
with Judge Gallagher, giving 
him all the information I had 
learned, we decided on a county 
dispatch. To make it available 
to any department to come 
onboard, if they so chose to do 


so. Fulton Police Department 
immediately decided to join. 

One of the Hickman City 
Commissioners came to me 
and asked why I did not turn 
dispatching over to Hickman 
Police Department. I explained 
that the main reason being, 
Hickman Police Department 
was not equipped with NCIC. 
He stated that he did not think 
Hickman should join the County 
Dispatch and other agencies. 
I told the Commissioner, the 
decision was strictly up to him as 
well as the other commissioners. 
I told him it might be best for 
them and their employees to 
keep their dispatch. I don’t know 
their business well enough to 
comment on them joining or not 
joining. It is a decision the City 
of Hickman will have to make. 

In combining both 
departments, the dispatchers 
hired by the county would have 
to either be already trained or 
willing to be trained to receive 
NCIC certifications. I know we 
can not guarantee anyone a job. 

As far as the Sheriff’s Office 
goes, the County Dispatch is a 
win win situation. Weighing the 
pros and cons, it’s a decision I 
feel is right for our County. I 
wasn’t forced to go with county 
dispatch nor am I suggesting 
that I would want to make the 
decision for anyone else. I will 
however try my best to run a 
professional County Dispatch 
Center.

Learning the skill of skinning and fleshing takes practice

Outdoorsmen, young and 
old, feasted on the information 
presented to them during the 
trapping class held at Seavers 
Beavers earlier this month. 
Micah Seavers, of Water Valley, 
and Dana Watkins, of Somsert, 
Ky., discussed more important 
rules and regulations to make 
sure new trappers learned the 
craft of trapping properly. 

Watkins, with 40 years of 
experience, brought all the tools 
he needed to skin an animal 
after it has been caught. Seavers 
supplied him with a raccoon 
from an outdoorsman interested 
in contributing to the cause. “It 
is important to use what you 
catch,” they both said. 

“A lot of effort is involved 
in trapping and it is a great 
accomplishment to using what 
you caught,” stated Seavers. 

Watkins then started the 
process of removing the skin 
from the raccoon starting with 
the feet and its backside. 

“It takes practice,” he said as 
he cut. “The more you do it, the 
more you get use to doing it.” 

He reminded everyone to wear 
latex gloves, always focusing on 
safety. “Some animals can carry 
diseases and parasites,” stated 
Watkins. 

Handling the animal while 
removing the skin also becomes 
easier the more you do it. 
Watkins used a makeshift hook 
located in Seavers’ shop as he 
worked to remove the skin. 

After peeling the skin from the 
feet and the backside, Watkins 
worked a little at a time slowly 
cutting the skin away from the 
rest of the body. He reminded 
everyone the need to only apply 
enough pressure required to cut 
the hide away from the body. 

With four decades of 
experience, Watkins has received 
a certiflcate for raccoon and fox 
because of their condition. “It is 
called a top lot certiflcate,” he 
said. “They had the right color 
and were in prime condition.” 

Things became a little more 
difficult when he reached 
the head of raccoon. Watkins 
worked carefully around the 
ears and eyes making sure he 
didn’t cut too deep or make any 
unnecessary incisions. 

Once the skin was removed 
from the body, Watkins began 
fleshing the skin on a fleshing 
board or beam. He explained 
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that there are a variety of fleshing 
knives available and everyone 
needs to And what works best 
for them. A two-handed fleshing 
knife is what Watkins used on 
the raccoon and is typically 
used for beaver because they 
have a heavy layer of fat and are 
generally difficult to flesh. 


Watkins pushed the fleshing 
knife away from his body, 
working from the head of the 
raccoon downward. As he 
traveled down the raccoon, he 
scraped as much fat and other 
flesh as possible away from the 
hide without damaging it. 

After Watkins removed all 


the flesh from the hide, he 
demonstrated the proper way 
to mount the raccoon hide on a 
board. Putting pins in the proper 
places, ensuring the hide will 
dry the correct way. 

Next week we will share 
Seavers’ knowledge on trapping 
a beaver.

No Knead Yeast Rolls

4 cups of all purpose flour 
2 envelopes rapid rise yeast 
[1/4 oz.] 

11/3 cup of lukewarm water 
(115 degrees) 


1 stick of melted butter, 
divided ^ 

legg 

1/4 cup of granulated sugar, 
plus 1 tsp. 

1 tsp. salt 

In a measuring cup, dissolve both packets of yeast and 1 teaspoon 
of sugar in 1 1/3 cup of lukewarm (115 degrees) water. Let the 
yeast mixture sit on the counter for 5-7 minutes to allow the yeast 
to "bloom." Youll see bubbles and froth begin to gather on the top. 
In a medium size mixing bowl, sift together the flour, salt and sugar 
with a whisk, then add the egg. After the yeast has developed, add 
it to the dry ingredients in the bowl, along with 5 tablespoons of 
melted butter. Begin to blend the ingredients together, using a 
large spoon. Place in a buttered bowl, and covered it with a damp 
cloth. Allow the dough to sit in a warm, draft free place, covered for 
1 hour or until doubled in size. You can make these rolls any size 
you like. I lightly sprayed a 2 ounce ice cream scoop with cooking 
spray and used it to separate the dough into even portions. 
Arrange the rolls side by side, in a buttered metal baking pan. Melt 
the remaining 3 tablespoons of butter and lightly brush the tops. I 
saved a little of the melted butter to brush on top after the rolls 
came out of the oven, too. At this point, you can cover and allow 
the rolls to rise again until doubled, even stored in the refrigerator 
overnight.

Ifs that time of the year 
again - go get your flu shot!! 
Just because last year was the 
mildest flu season on record 
doesn’t mean the virus might 
not bounce back to its usual 
ferocity this winter. And last 
year’s flu shot won’t shield you 
this year: Two new strains of 
influenza have begun circling the 
globe and the updated vaccine 
appears to work well against 
them, government officials 
stated recently. “People cannot 
become complacent this year,” 
said Dr. Howard Koh, assistant 
secretary of the Department of 
Health and Human Services. 
The only one who shouldn’t get 
vaccinated are babies younger 
than six months and people with 
severe allergies to eggs, which 
are used to make the vaccine. 
Flu specialists can’t say how bad 
this winter’s flu season might 
be. Influenza strains constantly 
evolve and some cause more 
illness than others. Dr. Daniel 
Jernigan, a flu specialist with 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, explained that 
because of a new H3N2 strain 
this year will probably be a 
more traditional flu season than 
last year. “People won’t have 
had any real exposure to that,“ 
he said. The vaccine is covered 
by insurance and Medicare and 
some plans don’t require a co¬ 
pay; drugstore vaccinations 
charge about $30. People can 
be vaccinated anytime, but 
Jernigan cautioned that it takes 
about two weeks for protection 
to kick in. Flu typically starts to 
appear in October or November, 
and peaks in January or 
February. Flu is unpredictable. 
Just because last year was a mild 
season does not mean our good 
luck will continue. By getting 
your flu vaccination, in addition 
to protecting yourself and your 
family, you are also protecting 
our community!

again. 

The students also had a chance 
to operate another simulator as 
they tried to text and drive. With 
many of them finding out just 
how hard it is to “safely” text 
and drive at the same time. 

“The message is serious,” said 


James Gray with the KDHOS. 
“Texting while driving could 
cost you your life. We are losing 
too many young people who 
choose to test and drive. 

Gray and Matt McCoy 
manned the texting simulator as 
students first drove the simulator 


to become familiar with it and 
then tried to text something as 
they drove. More times than 
not, their classmates were 
snickering in the background 
as they crashed into a vehicle, 
drove off the side of the road, or 
missed a stop sign. 

“Too many of us risk our 
lives to text a text we think is 
so important that can’t wait,” 
added Gray. “Just pull the car 
over to do it.” 

While the students took turns 
trying to send text messages 
while they drove. Gray discussed 
the three reasons why the teens 
should not text and drive. These 
reasons include the following: 

• It is unsafe and could cost 
you your life. 

• It is now illegal in the state 
of Kentucky. 

• It is just plain disrespectful 
to everyone else that is on the 
road. 

“I am so glad that we had this 
experience to offer our students 
today,” stated Fulton County 
ATC Principal Tom Pyron. Our 
students are our most valuable 
treasure and we can’t afford to 
lose a single one of them to a 
preventable auto accident. I am 
impressed at the large number 
of students who said that they 
never text while driving. I hope 
the one’s that do text and drive 
or drive under the infiuence will 
remember this activity today 
and make wiser decisions.” 

“If we reach at least one teen 
who changes their mind about 
texting and driving, we have 
made an impact,” stated Gray. 

Sheriff Bobby Hopper, 
Deputies John Amberg and 
David Thomas, with the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s Office, helped 
bring the simulators to western 
Kentucky and were on hand at 
the school to help reiterate the 
importance of driving safely. 
The Sheriff’s Office and the 
KDHOS hope to make this an 
annual event. 

“Drinking while driving or 
texing while driving can be a fatal 
decision,” stated Fulton County 
Sheriff Hopper. “I encourage 
you, no, not encourage, I beg of 
you, please, heed my advice. I 
don’t won’t the next fatality 
wreck I work to be you!”

Transitioning your farm to the 
next generation: Are you prepared?

Farm for sale...can’t pay 
the estate taxes! Hopefully, 
this doesn’t sound familiar. 
However, with land prices 
reaching new highs every 
month and tax laws changing 
almost as often, families must 
plan for this transition. Making 
plans to transfer assets from 
one generation to the next is 
not usually a pleasant task. It 
involves some very emotional 
subjects, specifically death and 
money, and you’ll probably 
have to ask yourself some 
tough questions that don’t 
have easy answers. Questions 
like, ‘will the farm have to be 
sold to pay the estate taxes’, or 
‘how can I divide my property 
fairly between my children’, 
or ‘how can I make sure the 
farming operation continues 
after I’m gone and everything is 
divided’. 

All of those are tough 
questions and the easiest thing 
to do is nothing. However, that 
won’t help you transfer the farm, 
nor will it ensure that a viable 
farming operation continues 
after you’re gone. There’s no 
magic formula to accomplishing 
these tasks because each family ’ s 


situation is different. However, 
by listening to experts who’ve 
been involved in the process, 
farmers and landowners can 
gain valuable insight from 
specific examples and practical 
applications. 

Dr. David Kohl, professor 
emeritus with Virginia Tech, is 
one such person. He will be the 
featured speaker for a seminar 
to be offered in two locations 
entitled: Planning for the Next 
Generation of You r Farm Family . 

One will be held November 15, 
2012 at KY Dam Village State 
Resort Park Conference Center 
in Gilbertsville and the other 
on November 16, 2012 at the 
James E. Bruce Convention 
Center in Hopkinsville. Dr. 
Kohl was a professor of 
Agricultural Finance and Small 
Business Management and 
Entrepreneurship at Virginia 
Tech in Blacksburg, VA for 
over 25 years. Now, he spends 
several days each month talking 
to farm families about effective 
ways to pass farms on to the 
next generation while keeping 
them in operation. 

Other speakers include David 
Marrison, Extension Educator 
with Ohio State University, 
Dr. Steve Isaacs, Extension 
Professor of Ag Economics 


with the University of Kentucky 
and Attorney Vance Cook from 
Princeton, Kentucky. Each 
speaker will be addressing topics 
that emphasize the importance 
of connnunication between 
generations, having a plan for 
transition, and putting that plan 
into motion. 

There’s a common saying 
in estate planning that those 
who fail to plan, plan to fail, 
but how can you get started? 
That’s often the most difficult 
part of transitioning because 
family members have to discuss 
unpleasant and sensitive subjects 
like death and money. However, 
if you know of a farm that’s 
been in one family through 
several generations, it’s a pretty 
good bet that they communicate 
with each other and have had a 
plan or multiple plans in place 
for a long time. 

This seminar is designed for 
all members of a farm family: 
owners, operators, spouses, 
adult children and possibly 
even adult grandchildren. By 
focusing on specific subjects 
like communication, legal issues 
and each generation’s wants and 
needs, farms can be transitioned 
successfully. Dr. Kohl estimates 
that by 2025, more than 70% of 
farmland in North America will 
change ownership. Will your 
farm still be operational when it 
passes to the next generation or 
will it even be owned by your 
family?

“Kentucky’s Unbridled Learning” 

Scores from the new school assessments will be available soon 


The first scores from Ken¬ 
tucky’s new public school as¬ 
sessment and accountability 
system will be reported at the 
end of October or early Novem¬ 
ber. The amount of data released 
will be complicated and some¬ 
what confusing. The Kentucky 
Department of Education does 
not plan to release a transition 
index so there will be nothing 
from previous years to compare 
the new system to. 

The new system is called 
“Kentucky’s Unbridled Learn¬ 
ing.” The system was developed 

KSP investigates

as a result of Senate Bill 1. The 
bill caused the biggest revamp 
of the state’s K-12 school sys¬ 
tem since KERA in the early 
90’s. 

Kentucky along with several 
other states have started using 
the Common Core Standards for 
reading and math. The standards 
provide national benchmarks 
and are focused on all students 
being college and career ready. 
Similar standards are currently 
being developed in science and 
social studies. The first assess¬ 
ments under Unbridled Learning 
were administered to students 
last spring. The new system is 
so different, including the range 
of the point scale (it’s now 0- 
100 instead of 0-140), that it will 
be impossible to compare this 
year’s results to previous years. 
Scores under Unbridled Learn¬ 
ing will likely be lower for each 
school than in past years given 
the scale and the way they are 
computed. 

The three pieces of data easi¬ 
est to understand in the new sys¬ 
tem are: the school and district 
overall scores; their percentiles; 
and their classifications. An 
overall score will be given to 
each school and district based 
on points earned in five com¬ 
ponents: Achievement which 
measures how students perform 
on state assessments; Gap will 
measure how students who tra¬ 


ditionally underperform com¬ 
pare to their peers across the 
state; Growth will measure how 
all students are progressing; 
College and Career Readiness is 
a measure of how well schools 
and districts are preparing stu¬ 
dents for life after high school; 
and Graduation Rate will mea¬ 
sure how many students are 
graduating on time. 

Each of those components will 
count for a specific percentage 
of the overall score. Graduation 
Rate and College/Career Readi¬ 
ness will not be factored into 
the elementary school scores. 
Graduation Rate will also not be 
in middle school scores. 

Those overall scores will then 
be ranked by levels of elemen¬ 
tary, middle, and high school in 
order and placed into percen¬ 
tiles. A school’s or district’s 
percentile ranking will then 
determine its classification; Dis¬ 
tinguished will be the top 10 
percent (90th percentile); Profi¬ 
cient will be the top 30 percent 
(70th percentile); and Needs 
Improvement for those not fall¬ 
ing into the first two categories. 
The state expects that 70% of 
the schools will be in the Needs 
Improvement category. 

The scores, percentiles, and 
classifications are where it gets 
more confusing and complicated. 
Lor example, the Achievement 
is derived from several tests. 


including the new K-PREP state 
assessment, which replaced the 
Kentucky Core Content Tests 
during the last testing cycle. 
College and Career Readiness 
is based on student test perfor¬ 
mances and attainment of career 
academic and technical bench¬ 
marks. 

Schools will also be labeled 
five different categories, such as 
“Schools of Distinction,” “High- 
Performing Schools,” “High- 
Progress Schools,” “Priority 
Schools,” and “Locus Schools.” 

‘There is so much informa¬ 
tion that it’s difficult to explain 
without confusing people,” said 
Dennis Bledsoe, superintendent 
of Lulton County Schools. This 
is a baseline year with new stan¬ 
dards, and everyone will move 
forward from this point. 

The state’s goal is 100 per¬ 
cent proficiency for all students. 
Schools will be given targets in 
the five components to use as a 
guide to help them improve. The 
Kentucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation has stated that all of the 
data will be easier to understand 
once a few years have been re¬ 
corded, and schools and districts 
can make comparisons.

What is accountability? 

Kentucky schools and districts are held to high standards for educating children. Accountability is the way we measure effectiveness --how well they are doing. It also 
serves as the basis for identifying those schools or districts that may need support to reach their goals. 

Why do we have a new accountability system? 

Kentucky legislators passed Senate Bill 1, which required many changes in the state's public education system. It did away with the Commonwealth Accountability 
Testing System (CATS), which focused on student proficiency and used a 140-point scale, in favor of a new system that focuses on college and career readiness and 
ensuring success after high school. It is called Unbridled Learning and uses a 100-point scale. 

On what is accountability based? 

Kentucky's Unbridled Learning system is based on multiple measures of school effectiveness.The measures fall into three major categories - Next-Generation Learn¬ 
ers, Next-Generation Instructional Programs and Support, and Next-Generation Professionals - and will be phased into the accountability system over the next several 
years. 

How will I know how my child is doing on state tests? 

Test results will be reported to parents late Oct. or early Nov.2012. You will receive detailed reports on how your child performs on the Kentucky Performance Rating 
for Educational Progress (K-PREP), end-of-course exams, EXPLORE, PLAN and ACT. Because the standards on which some tests are based are more rigorous than in the 
past (to ensure students are competitive), scores may decline in the short term, but should show improvement as teachers and students become more comfortable 
with the standards. 

How will student performance be used for accountability? 

Next-Generation Learners is the main component of Unbridled Learning and is based on many measures of student performance on various tests. Points will be 
awarded based on how well a school performs on each measure. 

Achievement - Just as in the past, elementary and middle school students'scores will be labeled as novice, apprentice, proficient or distinguished. Kentucky's goal is 
100 percent proficiency for all students. At high school, achievement is based on end-of-course exams and an on-demand writing test. 

Gap - Schools will compare test results for African-American, Hispanic, Native American, special education, low income and limited English proficiency students, com¬ 
bined into one gap group, to results for other students who aren't in those categories. 

Growth - A statistical program will measure how much students'scores are improving from one year to the next. 

College/Career Readiness - Schools and districts will provide information about how many students are ready for college and/or careers, based on test scores and 
certifications earned. 

Graduation Rate - Schools and districts will report how many students graduate within four years of high school.

with Inter Act Public Safety 
Systems and Solacom (moving 
them into Next Gen technology), 
it will in essence cut off the 
City of Hickman’s dispatching 
unless they make the upgrade to 
the same equipment, incurring 
the costs themselves. 

With InterAct, the company 
providing the new equipment, 
needing a 90-120 day lead time, 
the 911 board has decided they 
can’t wait any longer. The have 
decided to address the issue by 
sending a letter to the City of 
Hickman giving them a deadline 
(January 31, 2013) to make 
their decision. The letter will be 
drafted by the board informing 
the City of Hickman what their 
options are, the costs involved 
with each and the reason for 
them needing to decide as 
quickly as possible. 

Even though the deadline 
date is January 31, 2013, two of 
the three options outlined in the 
letter have a long process time. 
If the City of Hickman decides 
to initiate the process to become 
a certified PSAP, it would take 
as much as 18 months to make 
that happen. Meanwhile, this 
could cause callers to dial the 
10 digit number for fire and 
law enforcement calls until this 
certification is complete. The 
City would also be responsible 
for the costs. 

If they elect to go with KSP 
for dispatch services it takes 
approximately five months to 
make the switch and it costs 
about $45,000 a year per 
dispatcher position. When 
KSP takes on another entity 
to dispatch for, they usually 
hire another dispatcher to 
accommodate the call volume.

The letter could have language 
such as “The location and 
operation of the second dispatch 
center in Fulton County will 
not be, in any way, compatible 
with the new InterAct system” 
and “if your city chooses to 
stand alone this will include the 
purchasing of equipment as well 
as a continued monthly hook-up 
fee.” Those costs could run over 
$100,000 for new equipment, 
phone bills and training. 

Meanwhile, the county, 
with a proposed start up date 
of November 1, might have 
a delay of their own. Tommy 
Hodges, a member of the 911 
board representing Fulton 
County, stated they might be 
delayed again while waiting 
for InterAct to come through 
with their part of the start of the 
service. “AT&T will be ready on 
Monday (Oct. 15) and InterAct 
said they couldn’t be ready by 
November 1,” stated Hodges. 
“It looks like December 1 will 
be a better date.” The county is 
considering dispatching out of 
the Fulton Police Department 
location, temporarily, until 
InterAct is ready, but really 
wants the dispatch up and 
running at the detention center 
on Nov. 1. Hodges said there 
were no other problems at this 
time. The Fulton County Fiscal 
Court met on Monday, Oct. 15 
at 9 a.m. (See related story on 
page 1.) 

The City of Hickman, currently 
without a city manager, will 
meet again in regular session 
on Monday, Nov. 12 at 7 p.m. 
at City Hall. The 911 board is 
scheduled to meet the following 
day Tuesday, Nov. 13 at 3 p.m. 
in Mayfield. 


the counties of Fulton and 
Hickman are just some of the 
things Crittendon has been 
working on during the last 
quarter. “There will soon be 
a Work Ready Connnunities 
program through the P.A.D.D. 
office that will help strategic 
planning by county to assist the 
current workforce and address 
the needs of the upcoming 
workforce,” stated Crittendon. 

“People in this county are 
going to be better served than 
they have been,” stated Judge 
Gallagher regarding county 
dispatch. “We are still looking 
at November 1 as our target start 
up date.” 

InterAct’s delay in being 
ready by Nov. 1 is the only hitch 
in the county not being ready 
by Nov. 1. “We are meeting 
with all parties connected with 
the start up of county dispatch 
on Wednesday, Oct. 17,” added 
Judge Gallagher. “I want us to 
do everything we can to go live 
on that date.” 

“The City of Hickman 
hasn’t made a decision one 
way or another,” he said. “We 
are proceeding without them. 
Everyone that was receiving 
dispatch services through 
Fulton’s dispatch will receive 
the same service with us.” 

Fulton County Road 
Department employee Jerry 
Curlin has retired. His position 
will be filled in early spring. “It 
is possible we might need to 
hire someone part-time during 
the winter months,” suggested 
Judge Gallagher. 

After a 70-minute executive 
session to discuss the business 
proposal with Crittendon 
and talk further about county 
dispatch and dispatch personnel.

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Every person’s experience with cancer is different, education is key

“No one’s cancer is the 
same,” stated Dorothy Lee Har¬ 
ris. “Therefore, no one’s treat¬ 
ment is the same. There are so 
many variables to be considered 
by you and your doctor before 
deciding which treatment is cor¬ 
rect for you. Educating yourself 
and your family on the disease 
and its treatment is ‘crucial’. 
The more you know the better 
off you are. I learned that the 
hard way.” 

Dorothy Lee was first diag¬ 
nosed in September 2005, “I 
was diagnosed with stage two 
breast cancer after a series of 
mammograms detected it,” she 
said. “I went to the doctor for 
a yearly check up after I started 
felling different. I wasn’t sick, I 
just wasn’t me. I was experienc¬ 
ing extreme fatigue and began 
losing weight without trying.” 

“Several days past due to her 
business and family obliga¬ 
tions before I received my test 
results,” she continued. “I was 
going through the mail and ac¬ 
tually on the phone with David 
when I got the results. While 
reading the letter from my doc¬ 
tor he was in Mexico for Ford at 
the time. My doctor was calling. 
He had been trying to reach me 
for days, and needed to see me 
right away. There were some ab¬ 
normalities.” 

Stating a need to act quickly, 
Dorothy Lee’s first doctor didn’t 
give her much time to react, 
she had a lumpectomy the fol¬ 
lowing Monday morning. “Two 
days later I got the call with the 
results and they told me it was 
malignant,” continued Dorothy 
Lee. “It was the fast spreading 
kind.” 

Still, with no time to react, 
think or consider her options, 
Dorothy Lee followed her doc¬ 
tor’s advice. “He said I needed 
to heal first and then have anoth¬ 
er operation to check the lymph 
nodes,” she added. 

Dorothy Lee’s next step in her 
treatment process, recommend¬ 
ed by her doctor, was to take 
an oral form of chemotherapy, 
Tamofoxion, for five years, and 
have 33 radiation treatments. “I 
was told that taking this medi¬ 
cation would greatly improve 
my chance of making it,” noted 
Dorothy Lee. 

David stated, “It seemed the 
medicine and treatments that 
were supposed to make her well 
again did nothing but burn her 
up literally from the inside out”. 
With David by her side, Dorothy 
Lee did as the doctor suggested, 
with the medicine and the entire 
process starting to take its toll. 
“The only days I had off from 
my treatments were Saturdays, 
Sundays, Christmas Day and 
New Year’s Day,” she said. “It 
just seemed like all I did was 
answer questions and have more 
tests performed.” 

Waiting for that magical fifth 
year, Dorothy Lee visited the 
doctor each month to keep a 
watch out for any more spots. 
In the fall of ‘08, just three 
years in, a spot was detected. 
Each month, the doctor kept a 
close watch on it and in March 
of 2009 they said it was getting 
larger. 

This time, after becoming 
more educated, they sought the 
advice from a new surgeon. “I 
decided then and there I wanted 
to get rid of it all,” she said. That 
would mean a double mastecto¬ 
my and the need to see a plastic 
surgeon. 

When they went to visit a 
plastic surgeon in Nashville, 
they learned that he could do 
both surgeries, the mastectomy 
and the reconstruction. “I was 
so much more comfortable with 
him,” said Dorothy Lee. “He 
wasn’t happy with my previ¬ 
ous treatments and felt that they 
might have been over zealous 
with the dosage of radiation.” 
This complicated Dorothy Lee’s 
healing process after the third 
surgery. 


“We know now that we went 
into this blindsided,” said Da¬ 
vid. “I was in Mexico the first 
time around and couldn’t be 
there. The second time I was 
there with her every step of 
the way.” “He was able to ask 
questions that I didn’t think of,” 
said Dorothy Lee. “We did our 
homework and so did our second 
doctor. We went into the second 
round more educated.” Dorothy 
Lee’s second doctor conducts 
educational seminars worldwide 
and is one of the foremost physi¬ 
cians in breast cancer and recon¬ 
struction.” 

After the third surgery and 
during the healing after the dou¬ 
ble mastectomy, latissimus, & 
reconstructive process compli¬ 
cations arose. “He determined 
that I was not getting ample 
blood supply due to previous 
extensive radiation burning of 
the area from her first battle with 
breast cancer,” Dorothy Lee ex¬ 
plained. Her skin was turning 
black and could not heal prop¬ 
erly and could not rejuvenate. 
Each week they had to cut skin 
away and incorporate it with 
artificial skin as well as skin 
graphs from her back. 

With two more surgeries to 
go, Dorothy Lee is a living tes¬ 
tament of what family, friends 
and God can do for you. 

“David has been the best care¬ 
giver,” she said. “He has been 
great. He knows I won’t ask for 
anything, but realizes what I 
need. Simple things like getting 
a coffee cup out of the cupboard 
were simple tasks I wanted to do 
for myself, but couldn’t. He was 
there for me.” 

“Because I am reserved, 
guarded, modest, David as¬ 
sumed the daunting task of not 
only listening, and addressing 
what I was saying but more 
importantly what I wasn’t say¬ 
ing,” continued Dorothy Lee. “I 
understand why some women 
may not be open to discussing 
their breast cancer. I truly do. It 
can be very difficult and some¬ 
what embarrassing. I have come 
to terms with that. The truth is 
cancer is an unforgiving, terrible 
disease that does not discrimi¬ 
nate. It affects everyone in some 
way. Therefore, I decided to be 
vocal.” 

David stated, “I personally 
have not had to fight the battle 
with cancer but think people 
should be aware of their ac¬ 
tions. Some people make cruel 
remarks towards the individu¬ 
als fighting this battle and are 
undergoing treatments, or in 
the recovery process. The com¬ 
ments may be made directly, 
indirectly, or they thought they 
were being said low enough that 
they wouldn’t be overheard. 
It’s bad enough that the person 
has to fight this terrible disease 
but to have to know that some 
have no consideration, values, 
or morals is inexcusable; but it’s 
not for us to judge those folks. 
The people who are fighting 
their battle with cancer have to 
be tough individuals in so many 
ways and it’s just one more ob¬ 
stacle they have to overcome.’ 

“Dorothy Lee is one of the 
toughest people that I know. She 
keeps fighting and winning the 
battles and I pray that someday 
a cure and prevention will be 
found so she and so many others 
can say they have won the war,” 
added David. 

David also thanks family and 
friends for their support. “The 
ladies in our church family 
brought meals to us for about 
a week and a half, when we 
needed them,” he said. “Bro. 
Jamie was always there for me 
and it helped me more than he 
will ever know. Keep your faith 
in God.” 

“I may be independent and it 
was hard letting people do things 
for me,” said Dorothy Lee, “but 
little things like bringing the 
trash can up helped more than 
you know. Anything, no mat¬ 
ter how little it might seem, is 
important. Help doesn’t always 


mean financial, the most trivial 
acts of kindness help that person 
so very much. So anything you 
can do will help.” 

“Take the time to learn more 
about it,” suggested David. “Di¬ 
gest it and do some homework. 
The more you know the better 
off you are.” 

“I haven’t found anyone that 
hasn’t been touched by cancer 
one way or another,” said Doro¬ 
thy Lee. “But, each person deals 
with it differently.” Not only the 
diagnosis, but also treatment 
processes. That is why they rec¬ 
ommend you find a doctor that 
listens to your concerns, an¬ 
swers your questions, and let’s 
you have a say in your treatment 
options. 

It has been a roller coaster 
ride for both Dorothy Lee and 
David, especially after finding 


out it was stage three in 2009. 
With two more surgeries to go, 
they both realize how important 
it is to educate others. 

They are now “paying it for¬ 
ward” telling their story to others 
affected by this disease which 
knows no boundaries. “Until 
it hits home, it doesn’t click in 
your head,” said David. “Some¬ 
times people don’t react until 
they are personally touched by 
it, and I am guilty of that.” 

Both Dorothy Lee and Da¬ 
vid are involved with Relay for 
Life in Fulton, South Fulton and 
Hickman as members of the 
“Friends for a Cure” team. This 
year their team members helped 
this Relay for Life team become 
number nine in the mid-south 
division raising the most money 
per capita, raising $47,000.00! 
Dorothy Lee and David are
